By Monday the 12th the foursome will be in Stony 
|Creck, Pa., former home of the greatest, clutch hitter in

modern baseball history.
On Friday, June 16 Carl 

and prominent Los Angeles at­ 
torney Paul Caruso have a date 
in New York with Commission­ 
er of Baseball Ford Frick in 
what promises to be one of the 
greatest test cases involving 
the present, baseball contract. 
FEDERAL COURT NEXT IF 

"Skoonj" will claim to 
Frick that the Dodgers did not 
abide by an agreement entered 
into between he and the club 
prior to the 1960 baseball sea­ 
son. In his complaint it is ex­ 
pected that Furillo will seek: 

(1) Restitution of $12,000 
still owned to him by the club 

from a salary of $.'17,000 for the 1»60 campaign. The short­ 
age was promised to him by General Manager Buz/ie Bavasi. 

(2) That as a player injured in the performance of his 
duty he is entitled to full salary for '60 according to the 
terms of the legal baseball agreement.

(.'{) That the Dodgers should hnve negotiated a contract 
with him for the 1961 season as per contract instructions. 

Prior to his painful departure from the Beach City 
Furillo told this reparter that if satisfaction of the above 
terms is denied him by Frick, Caruso and he will place the 
matter before Federal authorities.

BLACKLIST REAL

Carl has no false illusions concerning his ability to play 
the game. During the winter he worked hard about his home 
In hopes of getting in shap^e just in case some club needed 
him. When pressure was applied to his legs he discovered 
that the old injury had not healed sufficiently. Secondly, 
none of the clubs made the slightest overture to him.

Contrary to common belief Carl is not bitter against 
baseball "It's been real good to me," he told us. "My gripe 
is against Bavasi and the Dodgers. They handled my case 
poorly. They tried to evade the terms of my contract. If they 
bad abided by it all this trouble would never have come 
about." rurillo said.

  . Club owners through-out the contry take a dim view 
of Carl's behavior. It is safe here to ascertain that they (the 
owners) have sided with the Dodger front office. When this 
situation occurs pity the player for he can turn to no one 
for a job in baseball. But Furillo tried. During the winter 
months Carl wrote letters to most of the owners, general 
nvmogerK. and managers in both leagues requesting a iob

fill.

"I 
liked California ever since the family and I moved west but 
let's face it the Dodgers don't want me working for them In 
any capacity," he confided.

No job prospects are In sight for Carl not even back 
east. "If I have to wait five years like Durocher did to get 
back in baseball I'll wait even if I have to dig ditches for a 
living in the meantime."

Furrillo is sound economically because of some wise 
Investments. He'll battle to make his point even if he has 
to use all the financial resources on hand.

It's doubtful that Frick will arbitrate in Carl's favor 
on the 16th. It's the owners who put him where he Is today 
and Ford is no Judge Landis- However, it will behoove him 
to study the matter closely before handing down a decision. 
Bad publicity for the Dodgers and baseball will ensue if the 
CHKP is forced to be heard in Federal court.
